Fire that raged for nearly three hours before being 


brought under control Thursday destroyed the west section 
of the food products building at the Gooch Milling and Ele- 
vator Co., Sixth and South streets, and caused damage 
amounting to between $75,000 and $100,000. The loss was 
.•pftrHi'ely covered by insurance and the burned structure will 
be replaced at once, according to H. E. Gooch, president.

That wa- the under- 
standing which impelled the house 
and the senate to ;msh it thronch 
with practically no opposition. The 
act carried the emergency cla~:sc 
and became effective at once on 
April 24. the date when Governor 
Bryan signed it.

Plan to Increase Entire 


Freight List If Appli- 


cation Granted. 


Information Furnished 


I. C. C. on Plea For 
15 Per Cent Boost. 


WASHINGTON. June 25 — (XP) — 


The nation's railroads replied to the 
interstate commerce commission's 
request for added information on 
the proposed 15 per cent freight rate 
increase today with a resolution 
stating: that the carriers were pre- 
pared to make effective increases on 
all existing freight rates. 
The 
commission 
had 
asked 


whether the railroads proposed to 
make specific exceptions to the gen- 
eral rate increase or sought to raise 
the entire list. 
The reply to the interstate com- 


merce commission query was unani- 
mously adopt d at a meeting of 
railwa'y executives in Chicago yes- 
terday and was filed with the com- 
mission today, signed by J. J. Pelley. 
chairman of the special committee 
of presidents representing the east- 
ern group: H. A. Scandrett. chair- 
man of the special committee of 
presidents repres. ting the western 
and mountain-Pacific groups; and 
W. B. Cole, chairman of the special 
committee of presidents representing 
the southern group. 
Prepared For Increases. 


The resolution informed the com- 


mission that "all steam, railroads in 
the United States are prepared, if 
the authority sought in the appli- 
cation is granted, to make effective 
increases of all existing freight 
rates and charges x x x with such 
adjustments in the case of coal, 
coke and certain other commodities 
as will preserve existing differen- 
tials." 
"It Is not proposed to make any 


specific exceptions on any commodi- 
ties," read the resolution, "and the 
carriers are prepared to make in- 


; creases of the measure proposed in 
all existing rates on grain and grain 


1 products, cotton, other agricultural 


and horticultural products, includ- 
ing livestock, non-ferrous 
metals, 


iron and steel products, petroleum 
and its products, lumber and auto- 
mobiles, and in all existing , class 
rates."

' the commission, the carriers stated 
• that it was proposed to increase by

GAMES AT HOME 


Recreation Director Says 


Costly Equipment Not 
Necessary for Play. 


"When planning games for the 


home, \ve sometimes think that they 
cost too much in the way of equip- 
ment," declared Frances Ash, rec- 
reation 
director, commenting on 


the home play week sponsored by 
the Nebraska Congress of Parents 
and Teachers.' "The games that we 
have the most fun playing are 
games which require no equipment," 
she continued, 
"and 
there 
are 


enough of these kind that we could 
learn a new one every day and still 
have many left." 
Miss Ash remarked that it is bet- 


ter to suit the game to the young- 
est child of a group rather than 
the oldest because the older chil- 
dren can easily play the old game 
while the younger ones cannot learn 
the new game quickly. 
There are many gcod books on 


"How 
to tell Stories to Children" 


and the "Art of Story Telling." The 
best story tellers we have are the 
mothers and that is because they 
understand their audience and the 
type of stories they like. Ho.w many 
times a day do we hear the boys 
and Rirls ask "Mother, tell us a 
story." Who is the most popular 
boy or girl in the neighborhood? The 
one who •will take the time to tell 
the children a story of course. Many 
of the childrens' classics will never 
grow old 
The folk tales will never 


leave either. The same story can 
be told over and over again by dif- 
ferent persons. 
The big reason is 
that the personality cf each teller 
is so different. Some points to re- 
member in story telling are: 


Know your story. 
Be sure every one can hear you. 
Forget yourself. 
Do not hurry. 
Tell it with directness of appeal 


to your imediate audience. 


Carry it to its climax. 
"Let go." 
Games. 
"Cross tag" is a good game for 


developing skill and alertness. "It" 
starts after any player he chooses, 
but must change his course to pur- 
sue any other player who runs be- 
tween '"it" and the one he is chas- 
ing. Thus a fresh runner mav at 
any time divert "it" from a tired 
plaver, who is nearly tagged.

HASTINGS, Neb., June 25—Ex- 


tension of ground parole until 42 
per cent; of the entire male patient 
population is allowed to remain at 
pleasant duties outside the institu- 
tion, has been made possible through 
the management of Superintendent 
G. E. Charlton at the 
Hastings 
state hospital at Ingleside A total 
of 164 women out of the entire 
number of G17 were on the same 
sort of terms today. 


In a .relatively short time. Dr. 


Charlton hopes to so arrange af- 
fairs at the hospital as to allow 
60 per cent of the patients the 
freedom of the grounds during as 
many hours as they wish to spend 
outside. He has been in charge of 
the hospital for the past three 
months, and has made some wide- 
spread changes, whcih he believes 
•Rill work both for the good of the 
patients and for the welfare of the 
institution. 


Patients who do not have out- 


side employment will be allowed the 
freedom of the grounds, the 
men 
being requested to remain on one 
side and the women on the other 
They will be under no guard or 
attendant. 


"Twenty years of service in the 
particular type of work in which 
I am now engaged hsa led me to 
believe that the advantage, to the 
patients derived from outdoor ex- 
istence far outweighs the difficul- 
ties with which we are confronted 
in making these advantages avail- 
able to them. ' 


"The advantage to the patient is 
both phvsical and mental, it is 
obvious that being out in the fresh 
air is much more healthful than 
being indoors and it is true that 
to impose responsibilities 
on 
the 
Patient and to make him realize 
tnat he is not in a pnson but in- 
stead in a hospital for treatment 
for his own improvement is stimu- 
lating to his mind and leads more 
rapidly in the direction of recovery 
in those many cases where recovery- 
is by no means out of the ques- 
tion." Dr. Charlton said. 


The superintendent admitted that 
danger of increased escapes is one 
of the problems to be considered 
but said that in the main such 
escapes will mean merely that the 
patient has wandered away without 
premeditation. 
Two such escapes 


have already been reported since 
the new rules were put into effect. 
Dr. Charlton said, but in both in- 
stances the patients were easily 3o- 
rated and returned without trouble.

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TWO YOUNG AMERICANS 


"IN A HURRY." 


On the day young Mr. Lindbergh set forth from 


New York City on his historic Trans-Atlantic -flight, 
weather conditions were pronounced ideal. Virtually 
all of the ocean spaces were calm and quiet although 
shortly after leaving the Grand Banks off the New- 
foundland coast, he encountered rain and sleet, which 
threatened disaster. Shortly he ran out of it, how- 
ever, and for the remainder of the flight, the stars 
shone brightly in a clear sky until the sun brought a 
flood of glorious sunshine. 


Lindbergh was blessed with a strong following wind 


practically all of the W/ay so that he was able to bring 
his plane to earth in the gathering darkness at Paris 
33 hours and 29 minutes after the take-off from 
New York City. He had 
maintained an average 


speed of more than 100 miles an hour. 
' In many details the flight of two young Americans 
Wiley Post and Harold Gatty, who have'the ambi- 
tious goal of smashing all records for a flight around 
the world, revives the memories of Lindbergh's trail- 
blazing achievement. They slipped away quietly and 
were at Harbor Grace, ready to hop across the At- 
lantic before the public was aware of their plans 
They covered the .1,900 miles of water between New- 
foundland and the Irish coast in 16 hours and 17 
minutes, breaking all existing records for speed. Their 
average speed was approximately 125 miles an hour. 
Before calling it a day's work, they covered 3,950 
miles, which is 550 miles further than Lindbergh flew 
in his epochal non-stop flight. They were enroute 
a little less than 36 hours before they finally came to 
rest for the night at Berlin, their objective. But aft- 
er reaching the Irish coast they stopped thirty min- 
utes to refuel their plane, and then again before 
taking off for the continent they landed for an hour 
and a half to lunch and rest. Virtually these young 
Americans, who "were in a hurry" flew from New 
York to Berlin in the same actual flying time tha' 
the greatest aviator of all time consumed in his trip 
from New York to Paris. 


* • • 


The Post-Gatty undertaking does reflect the prog 


ress made in the mechanics of aviation. The In- 
creased speed with which they covered the distanci 
was due to an improved motor, which never once 
balked during the entire 3,950 miles of flying. What 
ever advantage in climatic 
conditions of the twc 


flights rested in Lindy's favor. Three hours afte 
leaving the American coastline at Newfoundland, Pos 
and Gatty encountered a heavy rain and it rainec 
on them continuously until they were near the Irish 
coast. Naturally it made flying more difficult anc 
tended, if anything, to cut down the speed. 


They may or may not succeed in then- plan to clr 


cle the globe in ten days. If they do it will be 
miracle of flying. All they have cut out for them 
selves is to fly nearly 15,000 miles in 240 hours, in 
eluding rest periods, necessary landtags for fueling 
«and conditioning of their plane. They will have to 
average approximately 1,500 miles daily for ten con- 
secutive days. The easiest part of their undertaking 
is behind. In another forty-eight hours, unless they 
are delayed, they will be entering upon the most for- 
beaten air lanes, but after passing Irkutsk, most of 
their path will be over wild, sparsely settled lands, 
much of it unexplored and offering little chance of 
safe landings in the event of emergency. From Mos- 
cow to Irkutsk they must cover 2.600 miles, the long- 
est single hop. Prom Irkutsk to Kharborvsk or Yaku- 
tsk is 1.100 miles more. From.Kharborvsk to Nome 
the distance is 2.300 miles, from Nome to Edmonton 
1.900 and from Edmonton to New York City 2.000. 
There are five successive jumps, each more than 1.- 
000 miles in distance, and averaging nearly 
2.000 


miles. Certainly these young Americans are in a hur- 
ry. What they will do if they succeed in carrying 
out their plans is to cover a distance virtually equal 
to a flight across the Atlantic ocean every day for 
ten days straight.

Mr. F. A. Good, who has been protesting that Lin- 
oln could secure an adequate water supply by sim- 
ply sinking some more wells on the Shrine tract east 
of the city, should give some thought to the fire 
which entailed a heavy loss at the food products 
slant of the Gooch company Thursday morning. 


Lew water pressure enabled the blaze to obtain a 


much better start than otherwise, would have been 
)ossible had the firemen been able to obtain plenty 
of water. It is all right for Mr. Good and those who 
ihare his opinion to think as they care to on the 
water problem in Lincoln but the issue was settled 
by the majority of citizens in Lincoln. They "'voted 
overwhelmingly to.go to the Platte river at Ashland 
'or water. They did so because they wanted to settle 
.he question for all time and to guarantee to property 
owners a sufficient supply of water for all time. Mr. 
Good and those who continue to obstruct are literally 
playing with fire. 


The fact is Lincoln hasn't sufficient 
water now 


when an emergency presents itself. It has not had 
enough water for some years. The talk about adding 
a few million, at the best, or a few hundred thousand 
allons at the worst, to the'water supply is absurd. 
There are times when a city needs an unlimited sup- 
ply and it is simply too bad if it does not have it. 


Even with the passage of the water bonds, it was 
ecognized the situation could not be cured during 
;he summer of 1931. But the council should lose no 
time in proceeding with its plans and in getting the 
work initiated. There is' no excuse for delay. Before 
another summer we should be in a position to supple- 
ment the present supply by drawing upon the water 
n the Platte valley. 


HENRY PFEIFF. 


The tragic death of Henry Pfeiff came as A sharp 


shock to hundreds of Lincoln people Tuesday. His 
life and career as a 'business man here were fash- 
ioned from the old ideals and ideas. 


There was the rugged, unshakeable honesty which 


still controls most American business and industry. 
But Henry Pfeiff took an interest in all of his pa- 
trons, something which under present conditions of 
trade is nearly impossible in most business institu- 
tions. He knew most of them by their first names. 
He delighted in waiting upon them himself, in visit- 
ing with them, and in personally inspecting the goods 
which, they purchased. He knew meat. He knew how 
to cut a good steak. He spent his whole lifetime in 
acquiring an expertness, which brought him an envi- 
able reputation. 


That which set Mr. Pfeiff apart as belonging to the 


old order was the happiness and contentment which 
came to him in a small business. Probably there 
were times when he had his dreams of expansion but 
if such a step would have withdrawn him from the 
currents of his business, it is easy to believe he 
would have turned his back upon it. 


He was a kindly, generous and optimistic man, who 


made friends and'kept them because they found he 
was dependable and true. He was a splendid, public- 
spirited citizen. He was a man who in a quiet and 
unassuming way exerted a powerful influence. His 
death is a loss to the community in which he had 
made his home for more than half a century.

A MORATORIUM ON PRIVATE DEBTS. 


One of the contributors to The Star's Forum de- 


partment thinks the same plan proposed by Presi- 
dent Hoover for relieving Germany's plight by sus- 
pending payment of her reparations payments to 
creditor countries should be extended to the TJnitec 
States by calling a holiday on all private commercial 
obligations here. 


Any attempt to carry out such a plan would do 


vastly more damage than good. It might help some 
farmers and home owners who arc having difficulty 
in keeping up payments on their mortgage indebted- 
ness; but the effect on general business would be 
very detrimental. 


Manufacturers and merchants, being unable to col- 


lect bills owing by their customers, could not pay 
their own bills. Including -wages to employes; banks 
•would have to cease loaning money because 
•srould be getting none back in: merchants could not 
m«t their obligations or pay their help; and so on.

OF CAMP HEALTH NEEDED 


The summer camp idea for chil- 


dren is certainly a wholesome one. 
But adequate health supervision ol 
these camps is a vital necessity. It 
is up to parents 
to determine 
whether the 
camp se 1 e c t e d 
comes up to the. 
requirements • of 
hygienic stand- 
ards. 
The 
associa- 


tion of a large 
number of hu- 
man beings to- 
gether in one 
spot, and 
the 
re-occupation of 
the same spot 
by successix-e 
groups through- 
out an entire 
summer always 
has certain ele- 
ments of danger. 


Such danger is minimized in such 
collections of human beings in cities 
and towns bv careful selection or de- 
velopment of the terrain, and quite 
elaborate suoerrision of the water 
supply and the disposal of sewage 
Similar precautions should be car- 
ried out as far as possible in camp 
Sites. Since the primary object of 
the camp life is health, the hygienic 
arrangements of the camo shouM be 
the first ob.irct of inquiry. 
The location and terrain of the 
camp is probably of first importance. 
The community health record lor 
typhoid fever, malaria, and goiter, 
have to be considered each in dif- 
ferent sections of the country. The 
general location, and soil drainage. 
nearness to a stream of running 
watre. and general cleanliness of the 
site must be examined. 
The control of insect an.l other 
animal life is an importaiit factor 
for health, as well as comfort. 


lut-ed small streams in. hilly unin- 
habited, uncultivated regions. If 
from subsoil or ground waters shal- 
ow wells should be walled and cased 
to below the water level. Deep wells 
•Should be the first impermeable 
stratum. The area about the well 
should be kept clean. Curb and cov- 
ering from surface contamination oi 
proper construction. 


Preliminary sedimentation and 
also sand filtration and chlorina- 
tion of doubtful water supply is im- 
perative.
